their home in Mrshali street on the 
afternoon of April lit. J. Joseph O'Con- 
nor appeared for 
the 
complainants. 


Mrs. Harriet M. Slater was thu first 


witness. She said that on the 19th 
day of April, between - iincl 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, while she wus dress- 
ing, thn door-bell rang. "1 went Lo 
the door." she said, "and opened it just 
a little bit. Hrown put his foot inside 
the door. I asked him whut he wanted. 
He said he wanted to get in. I did not 
know him at that time and refused 
him admittance. 


"He pushed the door open and slap- 


Ied me on the face nnd breast. Then 


told him he could not get in any- 


way. 
Again he pushed the door open 


and .slapped me in the face. Then my 
husband appea red on the scene 
and 


Brown turned his attention to him. 1 
had told him he could not come in un- 
less he read a warrant. He forced his 
way in. pushed my husband into the 
dining-room nnd closed both doors.

"Russia is no stiitc; Uusdia is a world." 


This statement 
gives an accurate 


measure of Pobyedonostseff whether it 
presents tliat of the Hussinn empire or 
nut; hut after considering tlie im- 
mensity of tlie czar's domains and the 
vast number of races, creeds and na- 
tionalitk-.s brought under his sway one 
comes to see some shadow of excuse 
for the seemingly boastful remark. 
A 


land that occupies nearly one-half of 
two great continents, that embraces 
one-sixth of the land area of the earth, 
that rules over forty distinct peoples 
\vho speak 
nearly 
TOO tongues and 


whose boundaries are ever creeping 
forward, if not a world is at least a 
very considerable slice of one. 


The Hussian empire, exclusive of 


Manchuria, has the largest continuous 
territory of any land on earth—8,6-19,867 
square miles, to be exact. It IB madeup of 
six grand divisions, further, cut up into 
ninety-seven governments or provinces, 
and containing at least 140,000,000 peo- 
ple. If Manchuria is included these to- 
tals arc raised to 100 provinces, over 
[t.000,000 square miles of territory and 
nearly 160,000,000 people, or afrout three 
times the area and twice the population 
of the United States. 
Then, too, it 


must be remembered that the land of 
the czar is not a loosely joined confed- 
eration of self governing states, like 
the British empire, but a single nuto- 
cralic government closely knit by force.

The proper place to 
plant trees for street shade IB In a strip of green between the curbing and 
the sidewalk; but this Is a luxury which few of our streets r-'aweas. Where 
this Is lacking, however-, It would be better to plant the trees on .the lot near 
the sidewalk. Such trees usually grow more rapidly because In better soil 
and better protected than If planted In the gutter: A good spreading tree 
close to the sidewalk will soon spread Its cooling shade over tho sidewalk. As 
tlrey beautify the lots and the streets It Is desirable that we have more of 
them, and hence It is hoped their number will bo increased on Arbor Day.

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The Myriad Races Who Are Subject to the Russian Czar 


I 


N Senator AJbert J. Beverldge'a re- 


cent boojc on "The Russian Ad- 
vance" he quotes from an interview 
with Constantino Pobyedonostseff, 


the procurator of the holy synod of the 
Greek church and one of the dominant 
minds of the Slav empire, these words: 
"Russia is no state; Russia is a world," 


This statement gives an accurate 


measure of Pobyedonostself whether it 
presents that of the Russian empire or 
not; but after considering the Im- 
mensity of the czar's domains and the 
vast number of races, creeds and na- 
tionalities brought under his sway one 
comes tu see some shadow of excuse 
for the seemingly boastful remark, A 
land that occupies nearly one-half of 
two great continents, that embraces 
one-sixth of the land area of the earth, 
that rules over forty distinct peoples 
who speak nearly 100 tongues and 
whose boundaries are ever 
creeping 


forward, if not a world is at least a 
very considerable slice of one. 


The Russian 
empire, exclusive of 


Manchuria, has the largest continuous 
territory of any land on earth—8,649,567 
square miles, to beexact. It is madeup of 
six grand divisions, further cut up Into 
ninety-seven governments of provinces, 
and containing at least 140,000,000 peo- 
ple. If Manchuria Is Included these to- 
tals are raised to 100 provinces, over 
9,000,000 square miles of territory and 
nearly 160,000,000 people, or about three 
times the area and twice the population 
of the United States. Then, too, It 
must be remembered that the land of 
the czar Is not a loosely joined confed- 
eration of self governing states, like 
the British empire, but a single auto- 
cratic government closely knit by force.

While the Greek church is the 
only spiritual Institution officially rec- 
ognized by the czar's government, there 
is a certain tolerance to other creeds, 
the priesthood rather depending on 
persuasion than force in the work ol 
proselyting. Approximately stated, the 
religious divisions in the empire are as 
follows: Orthodox Greek, Including a 
small minority of dissidents, 100,000,- 
000; Catholics, 12,000,000; Protestants 
6,000,000; other Christians, 1,000,000; 
Mohammedans, 14^)00,000; Jews, 5,000,- 
000; Buddhists and followers of other 
Asiatic forms 
of worship, 3,000,000. 


This, of course, does not include the 
inhabitants of Manchuria, 
who are
